'Letters With Queer Addresses, 


"It is -wonderful how nn.eh confidence 


people have in a letter carrier's r.biliry to 
deliver letters," said a letter carrier. 
"Very often wo have letters to deliver 
•with scarcely any address at nil «ml even 
that imperfect. If they manage, however, 
to get tho number of the houso and tho 
street right, we can generally do the rest, 
it matters nofe how the names nre R;;e!ied, 
or even if they have been left off altogether. 
In other instance? the names are ;:il right, 
out there is no address. 
Iu nine ca.=cs out 


of ten stich letters reach their destination, 
though they uro often some/what delayed. 
I had a letter a few days ago which illus- 
trates iny idea. It was uddrcppcd to a 
public wagon stand, to be delivered to tho 
'driver of n gray horse \vith a co\erod fur- 
niture wagon, the wagon bcint,: painted 
green.' Ir. was the last word that sxctrcd 
tho delivery, for it happens there are three 
white horses which aro usually on that 
Pbind, but there was only ono jfrecn paint- 
ed wagon. Tho laughable part of if. was 
that tho letter was m.v.kod 'Tintna'mte.' 
I visited that ftanti throe times during tho 
day, nnd, though \vhiu: horses were in 
evidence each lime I was there, tho rcrccn 
painted wapon did net show tip ttr.til my 
last- trip.

WHS tirst put on foot, it was thought ad- 
visable by the building trades to form one 
organization in which would ix- repre- 
sented every building trade in the city, so 
that tin- fight for shorter hours could be 
carried on more systematically. It was 
the plan that where an employer of one 
trade refused the demands of the men all 
the other trades working on the same 
Ktnicture should strike in sympathy. 
Thirty-fight trades became affiliated in 
the league, only two of the big trades, the 
bricklayers and the carpenters, refusing 
to joiii. The bricklayers were prevented 
because of a technicality in their charter, 
but the Brotherhood of Carpenters abso- 
lutely refused to become associated. This 
resulted in the league ordering all its 
members to refuse to work with a broth- 
erhood carpenter, thus putting the latter 
in the same category as nonunion men. 


This declaration caused many thou- 


sands of men to lie idle for three weeka 
until yesterday, when the flirted Labor 
leasue, which had been chosen arbitrator, 
decided that the Allied Building Trades 
les'.sjue should leave the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters alone to work out its own sal- 
vation. 
The Allied league accepted the 


recommendation, and the members of the 
two organizations will work amicably to- 
gether hereafter.

The story in brief was as follows: Jenny 


Lind bad won great popularity in Eng- 
land, but earned no money. For the latter 
convenient commodity she was obliged to 
wait till she came to America. That visit 
was brought about in this way: Gold- 
schmidt, her accompanist, had gone to 
America to seek his fortune. 
It had been 


a hard parting, for he loved the singer (he 
afterward marrted her), and the result was 
disappointment. 
He was about to return 


home when ho met Ba.rnum and com- 
plained to him of bis ill luck. Barnum 
was equally unhappy. He had tried every- 
thing—"circns, violin virtuosos, dancers, 
educated apes, learned lecturers"—but all 
in vain. Then Goldschmidt suggested 
that be knew a singer in England who 
might be a card in America. 


"A singer? Pah! What's her name?" 
"Jenny Lind." 
"That's no name." 
"But she sings beautifully." 
"Good thing for her, but no business for 


me." 


"But she's the greatest singer in Eng- 


land."

If he wanted his luncheon sent over, ho 
worked his armature a few times accord- 
ing to tho code. Mrs. Henry received the 
message. The students waited, and pres 
ently Sam would appear bringing the pre 
cise articles ordered on a tray covered 
with a napkin. 


This simple eshibition of what is now 


an everyday transaction was then a source 
of wonder. This occurred again and again 
before Jilorsc telegraphed between Balti- 
more and Washington, which was in the 
month of May, 1844.—James W. Alexan- 
der in Juno Heribner's. 


Curious Vocabulary of Tot*—They Are In- 


clined to •Short Cat Phrases. 


A portmanteau word is a word wbioh, 


has another word packed inside it. or, to 
put it in another way, two words and two 
ideas are run together, and a compound, 
which is also u new word, is produced. 
For example, a girl of under 3 was lately 
told that she was going abroad, and also 
that she was going to reach foreign parts 
by going on board ship. 
A mere grown 


up person would have plodded on, using 
tho two phrases side by side. But at 2-5£ 
the mind is too alert for these dull ways, 
and a portmanteau word was scou pro- 
duced. "When am I going abroadships?" 
became a half hourly question. 
How 


much more expressive and how much less 
long than "When am I going abroad on 
board ship?" Both the new and important 
ideas cf foreign travel and sea voyage are 
covered over by that "one, narrow vrord," 
"abrcadships." There is, of course, noth- 
ing the least remarkable in such a com- 
pound. Every nursery can furnish exam- 
ples of new words which often display far 
more euphony and also far bettor logic 
than the dreadful words produced by the 
men of science as labels for their new dis- 
coveries in the regions of applied chem- 
istry. 


The speech of children shows also a won- 


derful quickness and resonrce in the mat- 
ter of supplying the language with direct 
phrases and forms of speech. While the 
grown ups are content to walk around, the 
child takes a verbal short cut. Children 
are very seldom content with such round- 
about devices as "Had not I better" do 
this or that. "Bettern't I" is the much 
more direct and much more expressive 
form adopted in almost all nurseries. 
Take, again, the word v'whobcdy" to 
match with "anybody" and ' somebody." 
When 
the facetious parent remarks. 


"Somebody's been walking on this flower 
bed," he may, if bis offspring is inclined 
to ingenuities of language, be answered 
by the interrogation, "Wbobocly?" These 
portmanteau words and short- cut phrases 
show that if children could only be in- 
duced to keep up the verbal habits prevalent 
from 3 to 5 our language might bo indefi- 
nitely enriched. Unfortunately after 5 or 
6 the Ian gunge of children is apt to become 
pedantically conventional and correct.— 
London Spectator.

Europe, whore they are used- for all man- 
ner of things in tho way of tncklo and or- 
namentation.

worth killing, for every "spiko pig" car- 
ries 10 shillings' worth of quills ou hia 
Cietful back.—London Answers. 


Royal Marriage by Proxy. 


One of tho queerest features of court life 


in Europe is the marriage by prosy of 
royal personages. There aro at the present 
moment no less than threo royal ladies 
who have been thus wedded—the queen 
regent of Spain, the dowager queen of 
Portugal and tho ex-queen of Naples. 
Kings and reigning sovereigns ore held to 
be too important personages to be married 
anywhere else than in their own domin- 
ions. On the other hand, it is held to bo 
infra dignitate for a spinster princess of 
the blood who is about to blossom forth 
into a full fledged quoen or empress to 
travel abroad in quest of a consort In 
order to meet this difficulty the royal or 
imperial bridegroom delegates one of tho 
principal nobles of the realm, who goes 
through the religious and civil portion of 
tho wedding ceremony in tho capital of 
the brido's country on behalf of his mas- 
ter, making the responses for him and 
tendering his bsiuil, ns well as tho ring, at 
the prescribed points of the ceremony. He 
then accompanies her to his muster's do- 
minions, acting as her chief esoorc. Ac- 
cording to tho ideas of tho church, a cere- 
mony of this kind is sufficiently binding 
upon tho bride and upon the royal bride- 
groom to render any further ceremony, 
ecclcsiastic;il or civil, superfluous, and 
when any additional religious function 
takes place it usually assumes tho form of 
a "To Deuiu" and a solemn benediction, 
attended by both husband nnd wifo im- 
mediately on tho arrival of tbo latter in 
the capital of her adopted country.—San 
Francisco Argonaut.

Chicago holds a place In the world, of 


an which very few people dream she pos- 
sesses. The western metropolis is the cen- 
ter of trade and the market for all tha 
decorative plaster cast, work which is used 
in the country. Chicago not only supplies 
the Mississippi valley and the w«-st with 
ropies in plaster from the masters, but 
nearly all of the eost. 


Tho trade in Chicago has an able com- 


petitor iu Milwaukee in the kind of work 
turned out, but no such amount of work 
coiues from tho casting shops of that sister 
city ns is turned out here. However, the • 
combined trade of Milwaukee and Chicago 
manages to supply the demand of all the 
Uniu;d States and even thai of England. 


The dirty Italian peddler who goes from 


house to house selling bis little piaster 
Venuses and Dianas did not learn his 
trade in sunny Italy. It is not an impor- 
tation from his native shores. The pretty 
copies of the beautiful and fantastic in art 
are not a breath of some great foreign ar- 
tistic atmosphere brought here by the 
scum of Roman and Milanese streets. The 
plaster works of art 011 sale in Chicago are 
an indigenous product, tbo work of native 
hands and native thought. 


There are as least a dozen firms in opera- 


tion here. The work which they furnish 
for the public includes not only the littlo 
statuettes, bas-reliefs and busts which are 
familiar to tho eyes of pedestrians in shop 
windows, but also tho extensive decorative 
work in plaster used in the construction 
of buildings. 


The trade of the decorative plasterer, as 


this kind of artist is known, is simple, yet 
interesting. The men employed aro divid- 
ed into two classes, the moldors, or sculp- 
tors, and the casters. 


The sculptors are men of ability. They 


perform tho most important work in clay. 
They originate tho designs and copy clny 
figures from tho great masters. With deft 
touch uml idealistic thought they fashion 
beautiful bits of work from tho wet clay. 
It is a work of upbuilding, of fashioning 
from the lifeless clay tho laughing head 
of a woman or the Fardonicnl grin of a 
faun. Tho sculptor works only in clny 
and models with his blunt, flat pencil 
great panels and strips of graceful, decora- 
tive work for tho interior finish of build- 
ings. On him hangs the responsibility and 
on him depends all tho success of tho fu- 
ture work. 
Ho is tho modeler of designs 


which the plasterers nsb us tho matrices 
of innumerable copies. 


When tho model in clay ia completed, it 


is laid asid«.for 48 hours to dry. 
During 


that time tho water usod in softening the 


I clay to make it inalleablo evaporates, leav- 


ing tho work of the sculptor almost as 
hard and durable as marble. This stago in 
plaster work is called clay modeling. 


Tho design is now ready for the rasters. 


The clay model is brushed with shelhio and 
prepared for tho covering of gelatin glue 
and tho making of the gluo mold. The 
model is covered first with n so called 
.shell. This is made of plaster and fits over 
the model HUo tho full high covor o£ a flat 
salad plate. An aperture is then inndo in 
the sheilas it rests upon the model, and 
into this aperture tho liquid galntin gluo 
is poured. It flows around tho intricate 
design of the model and is left overnight 
to harden. 


In the morning, when the shell is re- 


moved, this -glue mold has hardened and 
can itself bo lifted entire from tho clny 
model beneath. 
16 bears on its underside 


an exact imprint of the model, and it has 
the consistency of a piece of soft indici 
rubber. It. is durable, however, and serves 
ns the luold from which tho plaster casts 
themselves arc made. 


Generally largo elny models aro taken 


in sections, so that tho gluo mold is of 
manageable sizo. Into it is poured tho 
liquid plaster, forming tho head or arm or 
figuro in plaster tho esact counterpart of 
tho olny. 


Tho third stngo, that of pouring tho 


plaster into the glue mold, requires ;i cer- 
tain amount of dexterity and neatness, 
for the, malarial hardens quickly, and no 
time can bo losr. 
When a model is made 


in sections;, tho plaster imitation is glued 
together to mako tho whole and thon cov- 
ered with shelliic to protect it from soiling 
by tho dust and soot of the atmosphere. 


Tho workshop of tho plaster molders is 


a curious place. No machinery whatever 
is usod in tho work. 
Xo gigantic wheels 


ov buzzing saws mako tho room noisy 
with their revolutions. Over in one corner 
stand a stovo and u big boiler, in which 
tbo gluo is molted. 
This is tho only im- 


plement, besides tho tiny tools, which is 
brought into a work that is essentially a 
work uf the hands. 


Tho tools aro as rndo and immature as 


thoso of tho aborigines. Yet no other tools 
aro needed. 
Thoso used by the sculptor 


aro pieces of flat, highly polished wood, 
(5 or 8 inches in length nnd very bluut. 
Tools uro also used upon tho plaster cast 
to round out sharp, harsh corners. These 
nnt of metal, 10 inches in length, tlat, 
pointed nnd fashioned with rows of tiny 
teeth on either side. 


A certain kind of decorative work in 


mudo by those plasterers which looks, 
whon completed, liko wood. Instead of 
piaster, a kind of composition, tho making 
of which is n secret, is used. This compo- 
sition when dry is grained, admits of tho 
introduction oC filling and is susceptible of 
as high a polish as any hard wood. Deco- 
rative work in this composition is used as 
molding and other wall finishing, as the 
caps of wooden columns and in all tho 
various phases of interior or exterior fin- 
ish. It is durable, resists tho inclemency 
of tho weather and does not cost as much 
us tho carved wood itself, and whon com- 
pleted cannot bo distinguished from thu 
latter. — Chicago Times-Herald.

plates of this sort to hold us up as if 
they, and they alone, could insure us ' 
absolute safety. It shows that we need 
an armor plant where we can test pro- 
cesses of all kinds, and perhaps pro- 
duce something as far superior to the 
Krnpp plate as that is to the old Cam- 
mell compound. 


And while the senate is freeing us 


from the armor trust, let it free us at 
the same time from the ship-building 
trust byproviding for the construction 
of someoftbe new sbips in the navy I 
yard. The monthly return, just pub 
lished, of the condition of vessels nn 
der construction, shows that the private 
shipbuilders are either cruelly over 
worked or else that they are deliberate- 
ly sacrificing the interests of the gov- 
ernment in order to satisfy more exi- 
gent customers. 


The Newport News company baa been 


building §25,000,000 worth of ships for 
the navy. One of these, the Kearsarge, 
has just been completed, over a year be- 
hind time. Her mate, the Kentucky, is 
not ready yet, although the contract re 
quired lier completion more than a year 
ago. The Illinois, which was due eight 
months ago, is only seventy-eight per 
cent completed, and there is no telling 
when she will be ready for service. The 
Missouri, three-fifths of whose contract, 
time has expired, has had only two per 
cent of the work done. 


Five of the six cruisers awarded to 


the various contractors last December 
have not even been begun. 
Of thir- 


ty one torpedo boats and destroyers, all 
of which should have been in service 
before now— some of them as long as 
eighteen months ago— uot one is yet j 
finished. 
Of fifty vessels under con- 


struction in private yards, the condi- 


i tions of the contract have not been ob- 
served m u single case. 


It is time to relieve these struggling 


contractors by having the government 
do a little building for itself.— San 
Francisco Examiner.

A Pathetic Letter Written by a Woman 


Who Bore the Anxieties of the Life. 
An article on "Heroism ID the Light- 


house Servico" is written by GnsUiV Kobbe 
for Tho Century. Mr. Kobbe quotes the 
following leuer, written to a friend by 
Mrs. Grant, who lived for many years 09 
White Head, off the Maine coast: Some- 
times I think the time is not far distant 
when I shall chub these lighthouse stairs 
no more. It has almost sct-ined to me that 
the light was a part of myself. When we 
bad euro of tho old lard oil lamps on Ma- 
tinieus Rock, they were more difficult to 
tend than these lamps are, and sometimes 
they would not burn so well when first 
lighted, especially in cold weather when 
the oil got cool. Then some night* I could 
not sleep a wink all night, though I knew 
the keeper nimself was watching. And 
many nights I have watched the lights my 
part of the night and then could not sleep 
the rest of the night thinking nervously 
what might happen should the light fail. 


In all these years I always put tjie lamps 


in order in the morning, and I lit them at 
sunset. Those old lamps—as they were 
when iny father lived on Matinicus Rock 
—are so thoroughly impressed on my 
memory that even now I often dream of 
them. There were 14 lamps and 14 reflect- 
ors. 
When I dream of them, it always 


seems to me that I have been away a long 
while and I am trying to get back in time 
to light the lamps. 
Then 1 am half way 


between Matinicus and White Head and 
hurrying toward the rock to light the 
lamps there before sunset. Sometimes I 
walk on tho water, sometimes I am in a 
boat and sometimes I seeru going in the 
air—I must always see tho lights burning 
in both places before I wake. I always go 
through the same scenes in cleaning the 
lamps and lighting them, and I feel a 
great deal more worried in my dreams than 
when I am awake. 


I wonder if the care of the lighthouse 


will follow my soul after it has left this 
worn out body! If I ever have a grave- 
stone, I would like it to be in the form of 
a lighthouso or beacon. 


For Stamp Collectors.
